12.—A passenger 


train on the Pennsylvania railroad run- 
ning at the rate of twenty miles un hour, 
crushed into a crowded street cur in South 
Chicago last night, killing instantly two 
persons and injuring twelve. The killed 
and injured were all occupants of the 
street ear. The engine and first couch 
of the passenger train left the rails mid 
were overturned. 


The dead: 
Mrs. William Bacon, South Chicago. 
Minnie Wnrsul, 12 years old, Chicago, 
Miss Sadie Lucy. 
The injured include the following: 
J. C. Muck, East Chicago, engineer, se- 


verely cut about tlie face and head.

street car, cut about head and body. 


C. R. Bollar, conductor of street car, 


cut about neck and head. 


Mrs. Blanche Warsul, severely injur- 


ed about the body. 


W. B. Lynch, injured internally. 


HAS NO CHANCE TO ESCAPE. 


The passenger train was a local leav- 


ing Chicago at 11:34 p. m. for East Chi- 
cago, Indiana. It was well filled with 
passengers, who were thrown into a pan- 
ic by the collision. The street car was 
hurled into the- air and 
ground into 


splinters before 
the 
locomotive. The 


crash came almost without warning, and 
few occupants of the street ear had an 
opportunity to leap from the car bci'ore 
it was struck. The passengers of tho 
railway train hurried to those imprison- 
ed in the debris and began the work of 
rescue. Calls for assistance were nent to 
the nearest police station and physicians 
were summoned to aid the injured. 


The engineer of the passenger train 


and the crew of the street car were plac- 
ed under arrest. 


WRECK IN WISCONSIN. 


MILWAUKEE, Feb. 12.—Three more 


names were today added to last night's, 
list of injured in the- Wisconsin Central 
wreck of a passenger train near Theresa, 
Wisconsin, twenty-five miles south 
of

WILD PANIC ENSUES. 


Wild scenes were witnessed 
in thp 


cars when the accident took plnce, foi 
the train was going at full speed am' 
everything inside the cars was throwi 
violently nbout while the cars bounced 
over the ties for 100 yards. The train 
was 
passing on an embankment of a 


lake. Four cars rolled over the ten fool 
incline carrying its human freight witl: 
them. Women screamed and men fel 
over each other. Glass How about, seats 
were thrown from their places and light; 
went out. Yet when all was quiet it wa; 
found that no life was lost. 


COFFIN IN WRECK. 


While no one was killed in the wreck 


a dead body was brought into .Milwau 
kce from the wrecked train. It was the 
body of Mrs. Fred Schumacher of Med 
ford, Wis., which wns being brought to 
Milwaukee in n collin in the baggage car 
When the baggage car turned over UK 
coffin was thrown about and the box n 
which it was inclosed was torn to pieces 
The coffin itself was not greatly dam 
aged. It was properly cared for, being 
replaced in its damaged board case. Fred 
Schumacher and his daughter, Mrs. A 
C. liartelt, who were in another car, wen 
uninjured.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—A ripplo of 


nterest was manifested in the house to- 
lay when Mr. Babcock at two o'clock 
ailed up the bill to punish with thirty 
ushes wife beaters in the District of 
Columbia. Mr. Adams (Pa.) iu favor of 
the bill, was yielded thirty minutes; At 
jnce ho was importuned to yield to ques- 
tions, but positively declined to be in- 
terrupted and began with a rebuke of 
evity with which the subject had been 
treated. He said President Roosevelt 
ind the district officials were in sym- 
pathy with the bill and it was only those 
)osscssed with that character of -'maud- 
in sentiment" which sent flowers to the 
criminal's cell, who opposed it. 


The chief of police of Washington, ho 


said, has reported 58 wife beatings in the 
jrist two years. Adequate punishment 
'or 100 "unites," he said, should be pro- 
vided. Mr. Adams said he did not ad- 
•ocate the whipping post as it existed in 
Delaware. 


"CLASS LEGISLATION." 


Mr. Stephens (Texas) interjected the

rying. It was, he said, a "brutal meas- 
u're of brutalizing a brute." 


All the arguments in defense of. the 


instruments of torture buried a hundred 
years ago, with barbarism lie said, would 


pply to this bill. 
"I am more surprised," continued Mr. 


Stanley, "at this unusual proposition 
coming ns it docs from the distinguished 
gentleman from Pennsylvania—of till the 
men in the house the last one to shed 
tears as big as buttermilk biscuit over 


suffering wife." 
(Laughter). 


"If it had come from a gentleman from 


Utah I could have listened with more pa- 
tience. 


"If you lake all the suffering women 
this country, there are move of them 


really in pain that nrc not married and 
in pain because of that fact, than women 
who arc married and beaten. (Laughter). 


"And the gentleman from Pennsylvan- 


ia belongs to the class which is really 
afflicting more torture than the wife 
beater. The mental anguish is more ser- 
ious than pain «nd if you will think of 
the great number whom he has 
loft 


alone lamenting, he should have more 
mercy on others, who inflict agony on 
the fair sex. 


"I ahull move that a like punishment 


be inilicted on him who felonously re- 
fuses to take a wife." (Laughter).

SUSTAIN INJURIES 


Gates Were Not Down When Freight 


Crashed Into Car at Hear End 


— MasqiieraJorii in a 


Panic.

When a report reached this city Sun- 


day morning that one of the large Mil- 
waukee, Racine & Kenosha electric rail- 
way cars had been run down at the Kin- 
nickinnic crossing in 
Milwaukee, and 


that several persons had sustained injur- 
ies, there was great excitement through- 
out the city. The car left here at 5:15 
o'clock n charge of Alderman Charles 
Lange, conductor, and Charles Allen, mo- 
torman. It was known that half a dozen 
passengers got on the car between the 
Hotel Racine, from which point the' car 
started, and the city limits. 


All the telephone messages from Mil- 


•waukee said, was that a car had been 
hit at the crossing by a. freight train.j 
that the car was cut in two and people, 
hurt. 
The fact that Alderman Lange. 


was the conductor and he was in charge 
of the car, gave rise to the report that 
he had been cut in two and Motorman 
Allen hurt. 


Inquiry at the street railway 
barns 


revealed that while the car was partly 
wrecked and seven persons injured, Al- 
derman Lange and Motorman Allen were 
not among them, in fact no Racine people 
were injured at all and those injured not 
seriously hurt. 


HUSTLED TO MILWAUKEE. 


•Immediately .after the accident Alder- 


roan Lange and Motorman Allen were 
placed on another car and cnme south.' 
Then went to Kenosha. nnd upon arriv- 
ing back here on the way north, they 
wore taken from the car, hustled to the 
Chicago & North Western railway sta- 
tion and with Superintendent Kuemmer- 
line, escorted to Milwaukee, where they 
gave their statement before the officers 
of the railway company. 


Later it was ascertained that there 


were thirty 
passengers on the car, 


many of them composing a masquerade 
party, who hnd attended a ball at .South 
Milwaukee. Three women fainted when 
the collision occurred, and two were more 
or less cut by flying glass. 


CONDUCTOR NOT TO BLAME. 


Trom an eye witness facts in regard to 


tlie accident have been ascertained,' At 
the crossing there are four trucks, two 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
railway, and two 
of the Chicago & 


Northwestern. 
Conductor Lange ran 


ahead and waved that the first two 
tracks were clear. The car 
does not 


stop running between the first and see- 
on tracks. He ran ahead again. There 


string of box cars on the first 


Chicago & Northwestern track and he 
wns obliged to run to the center of the 
second track to get a view. Then he dis- 
covered the freight train backing down 
at a lively rate, 


SIGNALED TO BACK. 


Frantically he wa-vcd the motorman 


back. 
Motorman 
Allen 
aflpliccl 
the 


brakes and bnck power, but for somo 
reason the catch failed to operate and 
the tracks being slippery the car slid and 
was struck. As the windows were cov- 
ered with frost not a person in the car 
knew of the danger until the freight car 
struck the electric car and then there 
was a fearful rush for the doors. It is 
unnecessary to say that the conductor 
was groatly agitated, expecting that 
many 
would be killed. According to 


spectators the crew of the car did all in 
their power to avert the accident. 


WILD SCRAMBLE ENSUED. 


Naturally the shock created a panic 


among the passengers and there was a 
wild scramble for the front door. The 
front trucks of the street car acted as a 
pivot, and the rear end, caught by the 
freight car, was swung around at right 
angles with the street railway tracks. 
After dragging the car perhaps fifty foct, 
the train was brought to a standstill. 
The freight car left the track, and the 
second, loaded with corn, was upset. Tho

GATES NOT DOWN.

The fact that there was no 
gatcman at the dangerous crossing is 
something that will be explained. 


HEARD CRY: "GO AEEAIR." 


According to the story told.by Miss 


Julia Block at her homo-last evening, the 
Racine car wns returning from 
South 


Milwaukee, with a jolly crowd of young 
masqueraders. When .the car arrived at 
the Kinnickinnic avenue .crossing an en- 
gine was switching cars.there. 


"We started going across the tracks," 


said Miss Block, "when I heard some one 
in the street cry: 


" 'Go ahead; hurry up, go ahead.' 
"At this moment the car was struck 


by the train from the rear, and after 
that I can't remember anything. The 
girls became frantic'and-we all thought 
that we were to be killed." 
• ; FROZEN GROUND SAVES LIVES. 


It is claimed that the slippery condi- 


tion of the ground, due to its frozen sur- 
face, wns the'only thing that averted'a 
catastrophe. When the collision occurred 
tlie car was pushed along the street, and, 
as no obstacles were encountered until, 
'after the vehicle was cleared 
of the 


freight ear, no opportunity was offorded 
for its domolishment. 


When the car was struck panic reign- 


ed among tho passengers. Shrieks of ter- 
rorstricken women were heard by men 
in the neighboring saloons and soon a 
large crowd was on the scene. Conduc- 
tor Charles Lange made efforts to reas- 
sure the crowd, thft there was no dan- 
ger, but to no avail. .A mnd scramble for 
the doors followed and in the excitement 
which cnsncd a number of women fnint- 
ed. They were carried from the wreck 
to the neighboring saloons.

FIRE INTO CHURCH MOB 


Chicago Police Fatally Wound 


One Man—Women Wield 


Hat 'Pins. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 12.—Members oi a 


mob of 3,000 Lithuanian men and women 
were shot yesterday and six policemen 
were injured in a church riot at Eigh- 
teenth and Union streets. For two hours, 
more thun 100 policemen struggled ta 
prevent the attacking army from forc- 
ing an entrance to the parish house ot 
the Catholic clvurch of the Providence of. 
God and taking vengeance upon the Rev.. 
Father Edward Stofivnowicz, pastor 
oi 


the church, against whom the congrega- 
tion had made repeated charges of finan- 
cial irregularities. 


Led by several hundred women, tho 


rioters made assault after assault upon 
the cordon of uniformed policemen and 
detective?, who had 
been 
summoned 


from all sections of the city to protect 
the barricaded 
priest. 
Confused 
by 


showers of bricks and paving blocks, 
menaced by flying bullets, and suffering 
keenly from wounds made by hatpins 
wielded by the women, the police were 
at last compelled to fire over the heads 
of the mob. 


FIRE OVER WOMEN'S HEADS. 


Tlie volley on3y induced another and 


more determined assault, and the police- 
men, reaching up above the heads of the 
women, and leveling their weapons at the 
men, fired into the crowd. Four men 
fell, wounded, one of them fatally. There 
was a moment of hesitancy on the part 
of the mob and tlie police followed their 
advantage 
by making a charge with 


drawn clubs. The Hotel's scattered, and 
three hours after the missile was thrown 
the streets in the neighborhood were re- 
stored to comparative quiet. Twenty nr- 
rests were made.

WASHINGTON, 
Feb. 12.—Senator 


Lodge addressed the senate today on tho 
railroad rate question. He spoke to Mr. 
Clay's resolution on that subject and was 
listened to by an audience that filled the 
galleries. 


SENATOR LODGE SPEAKS. 


• Mr. Lodge announced, his support of 
legislation for the control of railroad 
ratea. along the lines of the Esch-Town- 
eend.bill of last session, and said that ho 
believed the practice oi giving rebates 
io.be the most serious of all the evils 
complained of.. .lie expressed tho convic- 
tioa.-that only by legislation along the 
lines suggested could 'government own- 
•ership be prevented. He,said tout before 
•entering upon the investigation of the 
question he had disposed of his railroad 
interests in order that his inquiry might 
be free from bias. 


METHOD OF PROCEDURE. 


He expressed the opinion that the rate 


question is second only ns an economical 
aroblem, to the financial question and 
one of the most important ever before 
congress. All were agreed, he said, as to 
what we as a people desire to do, but 
the differences arise over the method of 
proceeding. He was convinced that .ftiere 
are evils" to be remedied in connection, 
with the transportation railway system, 
but the problem consisted in finding a 
fair 
and just means of dealing- with 


them. 


He passed over as an established fact 


that right of congress to legislate for the 
regulation of the railroads. The griev- 
ances against the roo.ds he divided into 
three classes as follows: 


Rebates or discrimination between per- 


sons; excessive rates; discrimination be- 
tween localities. 


LOWER IN UNITED STATES. 


He quoted statistics in an effort to 


show that freight rates nre lower in the 
United States than in any other country 
and concluded that if no other grievance 
were presented, there would be no cause 
for legislation and that in the matter of 
discrimination 
between localities 
it is. 


very difficult to intervene in behalf ol 
one place without doing injustice to oth- 
ers, but that the only way to accomplish 
anything is for the government to as- 
sume supervision of rate making. Ho 
confessed the difficulty in dealing with 
the problems, said the fixing of rates by 
the government would not cure the evil, 
and concluded that that could only be 
effected by a provision for the punish- 
ment of those who violate the law by 
giving rebates. Regarding 
rt'.i-.Ljs ho 


said: 


CANNOT BE TOO DRASTIC. 


"The rebates have been a wrong and 


injustice to the people and a serious in- 
jury to the railroads themselves, -I don't 
think that it would be possible to pass 
legislation too drn-stic for the purpose of 
stopping these discriminations between 
persons. We have a law now upon tho 
statute books which, so far as prohibi- 
tion can go, ought to be sufficient. 
It 


undoubtedly has largely chocked rebates( 
but it has not stopped them entirely. To 
make the law thoroughly 
efficient wo 


ought to add, ic my judgment, three pro 
visions. We should restore the former 
penalties of the interstate commerce law 
—which should not have been repealed— 
and make these secret evasions of the 
published rates punishable by imprison- 
ment. The men who perpetuate these 
evasions in defiance of the law, suffer 
but little by a fine, even if it be a heavy 
one. Their resources are too large to 
make a money penalty a serious one. For 
this very reason they are persons who 
feel acutely a punishment by imprison 
ment and that penalty ought to be pro 
vided in any law which we pass." 


Mr. Lodge reviewed the experience of 


other governments, including most of the 
European countries, Canada and Austral- 
ia in government' control of rate making 
and added: 


EVIL CAN BE STAMPED OUT. 


"This examination shows us that it is 


not only entirely possible to abolish all 
discriminations between persons—that is 
all rebates or undue 
preferences—but 


that this has been actually and effective- 
ly accomplished in other countries. It is 
now necessary to differentiate between 
the methods employed in the several. 


countries for whether as in England, rail- 
road 
regulation has 
been 
effected 


through the establishment of a railway 
commission1 court or as in France and 


crmany by the simple operation of di- 


rect government control, the conclusion 
on this point is the same. It is proved 
jeyond a doubt that personal discrimin- 
.tion can be utterly extirpated and if it 
nas been in other countries, it can be done 
here by suitable legislation. 


HAS MADE RATES HIGHER. 


'On the second point of excessive rates 


the experience of other countries demon- 
strates that whatever good effects gov- 
ernment rate making has had, it has not 
owcred rates; but, on the contrary, has 
nade them not only iiigher, but inelastic. 
Where,' as in Russia, rates are low, al- 
though not so low as ours, the railroads 
nre run at a loss and the loss is made 
good out of.the pockets of the taxpayers. 


England with maximum rates fixed by 


jarliament in a schedule and tire prohi- 
bition against raising rates without the 
consent of the railway commission court, 
the rates arc higher than ours, inelastic 
ind don't decline in accordance with the 
'all of prices, or, indeed, in any substan- 
tial degree. 


:0n the continent of Europe, generally 


rates are fifty per cent higher than ours 
aud show the same quality of inflexibili- 
ty and the same lack of adaptation to 
changing conditions which we find in 
England. We have the lowest average 
freight rates in the world, and yet our 
railroads are run at a profit." • 


SHOULD AVOID PITFALL. 


•We should have proper legislation in 


regard to the railroads, there should be 


ovcrnment supervision' and regulation, 


we should stop the intolerable abuse of 
rebates or discriminations between per- 
sons, because if we do not we 'may find 
ourselves precipitated into that worst of 
all disasters, government ownership. But 
it is equally essential that the legislation 
we undertake should not itself lead to 
government ownership, the dangerous 
pitfall we are seeking to avoid. 
It is 


vital that this legislation should succeed, 
but it can only succeed by 'being effec- 
tive against the evils which it can cure, 
while it oroceeds with the utmost care in 
those directions where experience has 
shown that some of the remedies now- 
proposed have'introduced evils far more 
unbearable and far more injurious than 
those which it was sought to remedy."- 


WHERE FAILURE MAY LIE. 


Pointing out possible dangers to the 


proposed legislation, he said the frrst of 
these is found in the possibility of fail- 
ing to 
provide an 
effective 
remedy 


against personal discriminations. "That 
which is to be feared as to rebates," he 
said, "is that the law will not go far 
enough and will not be intelligently ef- 
fective.". 


He suggested that the power delegated 


to a commission should not go beyond 
that of fixing a maximum rate on freight. 


• Mr. Lodge expressed tlie opinion 'that 
there should be ample provision for re- 
view of the findings of the commission 
by the courts.

THE STUMBLING BLOCK. 


The chief variance concerns thc court 


fiyitures and involves thc right of the 
railroads to have the rates fixed by the 
commission reviewed by the courts before 
they becone operative. 


Certain opponents of the 
house bill, 


•who have been contending for a specific 
recognition of that right have suggested 
another, nnd conceded by many a. more 
moderate amendment. This provides that 
courts may determine the lawfulness of 
a rate fixed by tho commission, which 
would amount to n test proceeding nnd 
have a hearing on ail subsequent orders 
of thc commission.

WALLACE SAID "CRUSHED," 


NOT "CURSED" By TAFT 


NEW YORK, Feb. 9.—John F. Wal- 


lace, former chief engineer of the Pana- 
ma cnnal, last night gave out the follow- 
ing statement: 


'In justice to Secretary Taft ond my 


self, I desire to correct an erroneous re- 
port which has been given forth by the 
press of my examination before the sen 
.torial committee in Washington on. 
Tuesday. 


'In the press report of this examina- 


tion it was stated thut I said that Sec- 
retary Taft at the Manhattan hotel in- 
terview in Now York -last June had al 
most 'cursed' me. Senator Morgan ii 
ono of his questions asked if the score 
tary showed temper at that interview 
My answrr was 'Yes-,' followed by the 
gcnera.1 remark that his denunciation al 
most 'crushed' me, or words to that of 
feet—referring to tho effect of his de 
nunciation and not to the language use> 
by him. Wtien tho published press re 
port was brought to my nttcutiou I wa. 
absolutely at a loss to determine in wha 
way tho misunderstanding occurred unti 
nay secretary, who afterward examined 
the official record, informed mo as to 
how tins error had. evidently occurred 
upon tho-part of the press reporters. 


"It may be plainly seen that this crro' 


was due to the similarity' between th 
.words 'cursed' and 'crushed.'"

A 'SOJOURN IN CUBA. 


Vitfgo Hansen Enjoying a Few Days in Cuban Capi- 


tal-Writes Interestingly of Visit in Several 


Letters-Third Letter Given Today. 


Viggo Hanacn- in his third letter to a 


Radne man which the Journal is allow- 
ed to reprint, further describes Cuban 
scenes and especially those witnessed at 
the llaviuui abattoir. The letter is giv- 


en herewith:

train on the Pennsylvania railroad run- 
ning at the rate of twenty miles an hour, 
crashed into a crowded street car in South 
Chicago last night, killing instantly two 
persons and injuring twelve. The killed 
and injured were all occupants of the 
street car. The engine and first coach 
of the passenger train left the rails and 
were overturned.

Mrs. William Bacon, South Chicago. 
Minnie Warsul, 12 years old, Chicago. 
Miss Sadie Lucy. 
The injured include the following: 
J. C. Mack, East Chicago, engineer, se- 


verely cut about the face and head. 


Edward M. Day, motorman of tha 


street car, cut about head and body. 


C. R. Dollar, conductor of street car, 


cut about neck and head. 


Mrs. Blanche Warsul, severely injur- 


ed about the body. 


W. 13. Lynch, injured internally. 


HAS NO CHANCE TO ESCAPE. 


The passenger train was a local leav- 


ing Ciiicago at 11:34 p. m. for East Chi- 
cago, Indiana. It was well filled with 
passengers, who were thrown into a pan- 
ic by the collision. The street car was 
hurled into the air and ground into 
splinters before 
the 
locomotive. The 


crash came almost without warning, and 
few occupants of the street car had an 
opportunity to leap from the car before 
it was struck. The passengers of tho 
railway train hurried to those imprison 
cd in the debris and began the work of 
rescue. Calls for assistance were sent to 
the nearest police station and physicians 
were summoned to aid the injured. 


The engineer of the passenger train 


and the crew of the street car were plac- 
ed under arrest. 


WRECK IN WISCONSIN. 


MILWAUKEE, Feb. 12.—Three more 


names were today added to last night's 
list of injured in the Wisconsin Central 
wreck of a passenger train near Theresa 
Wisconsin, twenty-five miles south of 
Fond du Lac. The total number of in- 
jured was fourteen.

The train 
was 
passing on an embankment of a 


lake. Four cars rolled over the ten foo 
incline carrying its human freight witl 
them. Women screamed and men fel 
over each other. Glass flew about, seats 
were thrown from their places and lights 
went out. Yet when all was quiet it wa: 
found that no life was lost. 


COFFIN IN WRECK. 


While no one was killed in the wreck 


a dead body was brought into Milwau 
kcc from the wrecked train. It was th 
body of Mrs. Fred Schumacher of Mod 
ford, Wis., which wns being brought t 
Milwaukee in a collin in the baggage cai 
When the baggage car turned over th 
coffin was thrown abou't and the box in 
which it was inclosed was torn to piece; 
The coffin itself was not greatly dam 
aged. It was properly cared for, bein, 
replaced in its damaged board case. Frc< 
Schumacher and his daughter, Mrs. A 
C. Bartclt, who were in another car, wer 
uninjured.

Mr. Adams (Pa.) in favor of 
the bill, was yielded thirty minutes: At 
nee he was- importuned to yield to ques- 
tions, but positively declined to be in- 
terrupted and began with a rebuke of 
evity with which the subject had been 
treated. He said President Roosevelt 
ind the district officials were in sym- 
pathy with the bill and it was only those 
josscssed with that character of "maud- 
in sentiment" which sent flowers to the 
criminal's cell, who opposed it. 


The chief of police of Washington, ho 


laid, has reported 58 wife beatings in tlie 
>ast two years. Adequate punishment' 
'or 100 "brutes," he said, should be pro- 
vided. Mr. Adams said he did not ad- 
vocate the whipping post as it existed in 
Delaware. 


"CLASS LEGISLATION." 


Mr. Stephens (Texas) interjected the 


query if the bill was not "class legisla- 
tion." Members laughed as Mr. Adams 
'declined to be interrupted." 


Mr. Watcher (Md.) said that if the 


bill passed, the city of Baltimore had a 
very good whipping post in the Balti- 
more city jail which the district could 
buy at a bargain. In fifty years, he said, 
t had been used but twice. 


"The women of Maryland don't want 


t used any more than the men." 


"Where docs the gentleman get his in* 


formation?" asked Mr. Adams.

REBUKED FOR LEVITY.

It was, he said, a "brutal meas- 
ure of brutalizing a brute." 


All the arguments in defense of tho 


instruments of torture buried a hundred 
years ago, with barbarism he said, would 
apply to this bill. 
:'I am more surprised," continued Mr. 


Stanley, "at this unusual proposition 
coming as it docs from the distinguished 
gentleman from Pennsylvania—of all the 
men in the house the last one to shed 
tears as big as buttermilk biscuit over 
a suffering wife." (Laughter). 


"If it had come from a gentleman from 


Utah I could have listened with more pa- 
tience. 


"If you take all the suffering women 


in this country, there are more of them 
really in pain that are not married and 
in pain because of that fact, than women 
who are married and beaten. (Laughter). 


"And the gentleman from Pennsylvan- 


ia belongs to the class which is really 
afflicting more torture than the wife 
beater. The mental anguish is more ser- 
ious than pain find if you will think of 
the great number whom he has 
loft 


alone lamenting, he should have more 
mercy on others, who inflict agony on 
the fair sex. 


"I shall move that a like punishment 


be inflicted on him who fclonously re- 
fuses to take a wife." (Laughter).

Meets With Accident. 


FOUR PASSENGERS

C. & N. W. TRAIN 


LEAVES 
RAILS 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Feb. 12—A spec- 


ial from Ehineliinder, Wis., says: 


Train No. 11 on the Chicago & North- 


Western railway left the track near Lac 
Du Flambeau, Wis.. today. Tlie engine 
left the rails first, followed by tl^e en- 
tire train. It is reported a number of 
passengers were injured, but particulars 
are lacking. 
* 


When a report reached this city Sun- 


day morning that one of the large Mil- 
waukee, Racine & Kenosha electric rail- 
way cars had been run down at the Kin- 
nickinnic crossing in Milwaukee, and 
that several persons had sustained injur- 
ies, there was great excitement through- 
out the city. The car left here at 5:15 
o'clock n charge of Alderman 
Charlea 


Lange, conductor, and Charles Allen, mo- 
torman. It was known that half a dozen 
passengers got on the car between the 
Hotel Racine, from which point the car 
started, and the city limits. 


All the telephone messages from 


waukce said, was that a car had been 
hit at the crossing by a freight train.;. 
that the car was cut in two and people 
hurt. 
The fact that Alderman Lange 


was the conductor and he was in charge 
of the car, gave rise to the report that 
he had been cut in two and Motorman 
Allen hurt. 


Inquiry at the street railway 
barns 


revealed that while the car was partly 
wrecked and seven persons injured, Al- 
derman Lange and Motorman Allen were 
not among them, in fact no Racine people 
were injured at all and. those injured not 
seriously hurt. 


HUSTLED TO MILWAUKEE. 


Immediately After the accident Alder- 


man Lange and Motonnan Allen were 
placed on another. car and came south. 
Then went to Kenosha and upon arriv' 
ing back here on the way north, they 
were taken from the car, hustled to the 
Chicago & North Western railway sta- 
tion and with Superintendent Kuemmer 
line, escorted to Milwaukee, where they 
gave their statement before the officers 
of the railway company. 


Later it was ascertained that there 


were thirty 
passengers 
on the car, 


many of them composing a masquerade 
party, who had attended a ball at.South. 
Milwaukee. Three women fainted when 
the collision occurred, and two were more 
or less cut by flying glass. 


CONDUCTOR NOT TO BLAME. 


From an eye witness facts in regard to 


tlie accident have been ascertained.' At ; 
tlie crossing there are four tracks, two 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
railway, and two 
of the Chicago & 


Northwestern. 
Conductor Lange ran 


ahead and waved that the first two 
tracks were clear. Tho car 
does not 


stop running between the first and see- 
on tracks. He ran ahead again. There 
was a string of box cars on the first 
Chicago & Northwestern track and he 
was obliged to run to the center of the 
second track to get a view. Then he dis- 
covered the freight train backing down 
at a lively rate. 


SIGNALED TO BACK. 


Frantically ho waved the motorman 


back, 
Motorman Allen 
a.flnlicd 
the 


brakes and back power, but for some 
reason the catch failed to operate and 
the tracks being slippery the car slid and 
w.as struck. As the windows were cov- 
ered with frost not a person in the car 
knew of the danger until the freight ear 
struck the electric car and then there 


s a fearful rush for the doors. It is 


unnecessary to say that the conductor 
was greatly agitated, 
expecting that 


many 
would be killed. According to 


spectators the crow of the car did all in 
their power to avert the accident. 


WILD SCRAMBLE ENSUED. 


Naturally the shock created a panic 


among the passengers and there was a 
wild scramble for the front door. The 
front trucks of the street car Dieted as a 
pivot, and the rear end, caught by the 
freight car, was swung around at right 
angles with the street railway tracks. 
After dragging the car perhaps fifty feet, 
the train was brought, to a standstill. 
The freight car left the track, and the 
second, loaded with corn, was upset. The 
trucks of the street car were unfastened 
from the body and ran on the sidewalk, 
breaking it to atoms. A telegraph pole 
was struck by the freight car and wreck- 
ed. 


- FOUR WERE INJURED. 


Most of the passengers escaped from 


tho car by the front door. 
The rear 


windows wero broken a,nd a large hole 
stove in on tlie left side of it. Tlie in- 
jured, as near as can be learned wero: 


Kathcrine Block, 18 years old, carried

When .the car arrived at 
the Kinnickinnie avenue .crossing an en- 
gine was switching cars.there. 


"We started going across the tracks," 


said Miss Block, "when I heard some one 
in the street cry:

"At this moment the car was struck 


by the train from the rear, and after 
that I can't remember anything. The 
girls became frantic"and vre all thought 
that we were to be killed." 


FROZEN GROUND SAVES LIVES.

FIRE INTO CHURCH MOB 


Chicago Police Fatally Wound 


One Man—Women Wield 


Hat 'Pins. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 12.—Members of a 


mob of 3,000 Lithuanian men and women 
were shot yesterday and six policemen 
were injured in a church riot at Eigh- 
teenth and Union streets. For two hours 
more tlion 100 policemen straggled to. 
prevent the attacking army from forc- 
ing an entrance to the parish house ot 
the Catholic church of the Providence of 
God and taking vengeance upon the Rev. 
Father Edward Stefanowicz, pastor of 
the church, against whom the congrega- 
tion had made repeated charges of fluan: 
cial irregularities. 


Led by several hundred women, the 


rioters made assault after assault upon 
the cordon of uniformed policemen and 
detectives, who had been summoned 
from all sections of the city to protect 
the barricaded priest. 
Confused by 


showers of bricks and paving blocks, 
menaced by flying bullets, and suffering 
keenly from wounds made by hatpins 
wielded by the women, the police were 
at last compelled to fire over the heada 
of the mob. 


FIRE OVER WOMEN'S HEADS. 


The volley onily induced another and 


more determined assault, and the police- 
men, reaching up above the heads of the 
women, and leveling their weapons at tha 
men, fired into the crowd. Four men 
fell, wounded, one of them fatally. There 
was a moment of hesitancy on the part 
of the mob and the police followed their 
advantage 
by making a charge with 


drawn clubs. The rioters scattered, and 
three hours after the missile was thrown 
the streets in the neighborhood were re- 
stored to comparative quiet. Twenty ar- 
rests were made. 


PASTOR KNOCKED DOWN. 


ST. PAUL, Feb. 12—Rev. Mr. Seymour 


pastor of St. James' African Methodist 
Episcopal church, was knocked down i: 
front of the pulpit by two trustees of his 
own church at the close of his sermon 
on brotherly love 
yesterday 
morning 


and in the riot which followed innny o! 
the parishioners took pa(rt. Only the ar- 
rival of the police put an end to tho 
struggle, and by that time faces wero 
bruised, blood was shed, and the contents 
of the collection boxes, over which the 
trouble arose, were scattered about tho 
floor. 


Tlie trouble started over money mat 


ters. The pastor has been unpopular for 
some time, and, failing to get him to re 
sign, the trustees cut his salary from 
$80 to $10 a month. Still he 'held on 
and yesterday morning preached an im 
passioned sermon.

IN THE UNITED STATES 


Declares Railroads are Bun at Loss in 


Russia Under Government Con- 


trol—Bates 50 Per Cei.t 


Higher, Also. 


WASHINGTON, 
Feb. 12.—Senator 


,odge addressed the senate today on tho 
railroad rate question. He spoke to Mr. 
play's resolution on that subject and was 
istened to by an audience that filled the 
galleries. 


SENATOR LODGE SPEAKS. 


Mr. Lodge announced his support of 


.egislation for the control of railroad 
rates along the lines of the Esch-Town- 
send bill of last session, and said that ho 
>elieved the practice, of giving rebates 
io.be the most serious of all the evils 
complained of. He expressed the convic- 
aon "that only by legislation along the 
ines suggested could government own- 
ership be prevented. Heisaid that before 
filtering upon the investigation of the 
question he had disposed of his railroad 
ntcrests in order that his inqviiry might 
oe free from bias. 


METHOD OF PROCEDURE. 


He expressed the opinion that the rate 


question is second only as an economical 
problem, to the financial question and 
one of the most important ever before 
icngress. All were agreed, he said, as to 
what we as a people desire to do, but 
the differences arise over the method of 
proceeding. He was convinced that there 
are evils to be remedied in connection, 
with the transportation railway system, 
but the problem consisted in finding a 
fair 
and just means of dealing with 


them. 


He passed over as an established fact 


that right of congress to legislate for the 
regulation of the railroads. The griev- 
ances against the roads he divided into 
three classes as follows: 


Rebates or discrimination between per- 


sons; excessive rates; discrimination be- 
tween localities. 


LOWER IN UNITED STATES. 


He quoted statistics in an effort to 


show that freight rates are lower in the 
United States than in any other country 
and concluded that if no other grievance 
were presented, there would be no cause 
for legislation and that in the matter of 
discrimination 
between localities it is. 


very difficult to intervene in behalf ot 
one place without doing injustice to oth- 
ers, but that the only way to accomplish 
anything is for the government to as- 
sume supervision of rate making. Ho 
confessed the difficulty in dealing with 
the problems, said the fixing o! rates by 
the government would not cure the evil, 
and concluded that that could only be 
effected by a provision for the punish- 
ment of those who violate the law by 
giving rebates. Regarding rc',::!.js he 
said: 


CANNOT BE TOO DRASTIC. 


"The rebates have been a wrong and 


injustice to the people and a serious in- 
jury to the railroads themselves. •! don't 
think that it would be possible to pass 
legislation too drn-stic for the purpose of 
stopping these discriminations between 
persons, We have a law now upon tho 
statute books which, so far as prohibi- 
tion con go, ought to be sufficient. 
It 


undoubtedly has largely checked rebates, 
but it has not stopped them entirely. To 
make the law thoroughly 
efficient we 


ought to add, in my judgment, three pro 
visions. We should restore the former 
penalties of the interstate commerce law 
—which should not have been repealed 
and make these secret evasions of the 
published rates punishable by imprison 
ment. The men who perpetuate these 
evasions in defiance of the lftw, suffer 
but little by a fine, even if it be a heavy 
one. Their resources are too large to 
make a money penalty a serious one. For 
this very reason they are persons who 
feel acutely a punishment by imprison- 
ment and that penalty ought to be pro- 
vided in any law which we pass." 


Mr. Lodge reviewed the experience 61 


other governments, including most of the 
European countries, Canada and Austral- 
ia in government control of rate making 
and added: 


EVIL CAN BE STAMPED OUT. 


"This examination shows us that it i 


not only entirely possible to abolish all 
discriminations between persons—that is 
all rebates or undue preferences—but 
that this has been actually and effective 
ly accomplished in other countries. It is 
now necessary to differentiate between 
the methods employed in the several. 


countries for whether as in England, rail- 
oad 
regulation has 
been 
effected 


.hrough the establishment of a railway 
lommissiori court or as in France and 
Jennany by the simple operation of di- 
ect government control, the conclusion 
on this point is the same. It is proved 
>eyond a doubt that personal discrimiu- 
tion can be utterly extirpated and if it 
ias been iu other countries, it can be done 
icre by suitable legislation. 


HAS MADE RATES HIGHER. 


"On the second point of excessive rates 


.he experience of other countries demon- 
strates that whatever good effects gov- 
ernment rate making has had, it has not 
owered rates, but, on the contrary, has 
nade them not only higher, but inelastic. 
*Vhere, as in Russia, rates are low, al- 
ihough not so low as ours, the railroads 
ire run at a loss and the loss is made 
ood out of the pockets of th e taxpayers. 
Ji England with maximum rates fixed by 
jarliament in a schedule and th* prohi- 
>ition against raising rates without the 
consent of the railway commission court, 
;he rates are higher than ours, inelastic 
ind don't decline in accordance with the 
'all of prices, or, indeed, in any substau- 
ial degree. 
"On the continent of Europe, generally 


rates are fifty per cent higher than purs 
and show the same quality of inflexibili- 
ty and the same lack of adaptation to 
changing conditions which we find in 
England. We have the lowest average 
'reight rates in the world, and yet our 
railroads are run at a profit." • 


SHOULD AVOID PITFALL. 


"We should have proper legislation in 


regard to the railroads, there should be 
government supervision and regulation, 
we should stop the intolerable abuse of 
rebates or discriminations between per- 
sons, because if we do not we may find 
ourselves precipitated into that worst of 
all disasters, government ownership. But 
it is equally essential that the legislation 
we undertake should not itself lead to 
government ownership, the dangerous 
pitfall we are seeking to avoid. 
It is 


vital that this legislation should succeed, 
but it can only succeed by being effec- 
tive against the evils which it can cure, 
while it proceeds with the utmost care in 
tlipse directions where experience has 
shown that some of the remedies now 
proposed have introduced evils far more 
unbearable and far more injurious than 
those which it was sought to remedy." - 


WHERE FAILURE MAY LIE. 


Pointing out possible dangers to 'the 


proposed legislation, he said the fi;rst of 
these is found in the possibility of fail- 
ing to 
provide an 
effective 
remedy 


against personal discriminations. "That 
which is to be feared as to rebates," he 
said, "is that the law will not go far 
enough and will not be intelligently ef- 
fective." 


He suggested that the power delegated 


to a commission should not go beyond 
that of fixing a maximum rate on freight. 


Mr. Lodge expressed the opinion that 


there should be ample provision for re- 
view of the findings of the commission 
by the courts.

ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 10.—The ad- 


miralty' has received a report from the 
surgeon in charge of Vice Admiral Chou- 
knin who was shot by a wom.au in his 
oflice in Sobastopol yesterday, to the af- 
fcst that his wounds are not dangerous. 
Hear Admiral Grigorovitch has assumed 
command of the Black Sea fleet in suc- 
cession t.o Cb.ouk.nin. 


According to the morning papers and 


subsequent dispatches from Sevastopol, 
confirming the press accounts, the attend- 
ing surgeons are confident that Chouknin 
will recover. Tho most severe wound is 
iii his breast, from',which the bullet has 
not been extracted. 
The ofaer wounds 


are in the right shoulder and both legs. 
His assailant who was shot and killed by 
an orderly who rushed to the admiral's 
assistance, is believed., like the murderess 
of Liieut. General Sakharoff the former 
war minister, and the assassin of Gener- 
al' Shuvaloft" prefect of police of Moscow, 
to have boon an emissary of the St.- 
Petersburg group of terrorists. The wo.-< 
man has not been identified, but it is, 
known that she arrived at Sebastopoli 
I'eb. 7 and registered at a hotel under 
the name of Krupnitskai. She was well 
dressed, was rjuiet in her manner and 
attracted no attention. 


FlfiED FOUK SHOTS. 


At three o'clock yesterday afternoon, 


the woman appeared at the official resi- 
dence of Admiral Chbuknin and sent in 
her card, saying she was a daughter of a 
rear admiral who Was au old acquaint- 
ance of Chouknin at St. Petersburg, and 
requested an interview. Upon entering 
tho admiral's office she drew a rapid fire 
pistol and fired four shots at Chouknin 
with deliberate aim, each bullet reach- 
ing' the mark. She then turned to flee, 
but was killed by the orderly. Chouknin 
exhibited remarkable nerve and contin- 
ued to issue orders even while being car- 
ried to bed -and during the examination 
of the surgeons. Later he received per- 
sonally friends who came to sympathize 
With him.

EFFICIENCY THE ONLY TEST 


Cartlo SayH Merit Alone Will Govern the 


AppolntmeDt of PostumRtnrs. 


W. E. Curtis in a letter to the 


Chicago Record-Herald quoting an au- 
thority to whom the questions of what 
political activity on the part of post- 
masters mean.;, how far tliey mn.v go, 
what part, they may take in party or- 
ganiKitions without impairing their rec- 
ord, says: 


1. Tho. reappointmcnt of a postmaster 


will not depend, in the future, upon tho 
indorsement of a senator or even of the 
local party organization, but upon his 
record as an efficient officer nnil his repu- 
tation among tlie patrons of the oflice. 
without regard to politics or party. Ho 
is the servant of the people, carrying out 
the instructions of the department, and 
will be. judged by the satisfaction ho 
gives in that capacity rather than by 
his popularity with senators, represeri- 
tntlves (ir political clubs, 


2. Postmasters iriny vote, take part 


in primaries, writo for the newspapers, 
make speeches in campaigns and exer- 
cise the ordinary privileges of citizens, 
but they should not lw members of poli- 
tical committees rior delegates to politi- 
cal convention.?. 


3. Postmnstfirs should nbstnin 
from 


taking part in personal and political con- 
troversies. They should not give their 
adhererico to cither side of any factional 
quarrel; theiy have a fight to 
expr'ess 


their opinions or vote for the candidates 
they prefer and tp give their reasons for 
doing so, but any activity either for or 
against n candidate or in a 
factional 


quarrel will irnpa.ir their usefulness as 
the business representatives of the gov- 
ernment. 


4. Postmasters should remember that 


they arn not the representatives of a 
party or a faction, but they arc the ser- 
vants of the entire public without regard 
to political divisions. It in their busi- 
ness to promote the convenience nnd in- 
terests of t.iip community and not the 
success of nny party or faction. 


5. There is no reason why a postmas- 


ter should not belong to a politicul club, 
but he cannot perform the duties requir- 
ed of an officer of a club and at the same 


time fulfill the obligations of a post- 
master to the public. 


6. Hereafter the opinion of tho public, 


that is, the patrons of the office—and 
not the opinion of a, senator or n repre- 
sentative or that of a oplitieal organi- 
zation—will have the greatest degree of 
weight.

Senators Wonlel Ha*e the Rates 


Legally Reviewed Belore 


Becoming Operative^

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—With all 


sorts of compromises rumored the sen- 
ate committee on interstate commerce, 
today resumed consideration of railroad 
rate bills under the agreement to meet 
daily until Feb. 16, when a vote will be 
taken. The rupture in the 
committee 


yesterday causing Senator Clapp to with- 
draw and Senators Dolliver and Aldrich 
to indulge in a heated controversy over 
the charter of the amendments offered 
was smoothed over temporarily at least. 
Senator Clapp, however, was not present 
todajr. 


The consideration of the bill yesterday 


was confined to section I, which is not 
the rate making; section. Advocates of 
the bill insist that the provisions over 
which the read differences arise shall be 
taken up seriously. 


This insistence- had reference to 
the 


controversy of yesterday, when .Senator 
Dolliver took the committee to task for 
its levity in considering railroad rate leg- 
islation." 


THE STUMBLING! BLOCK. 


The chief variance concerns the court 


features and involves the right of the 
railroads to have the rates fixed by the 
commissioE reviewed by the courts before 
they becoi.ie operative. 


Certain opponents of the house hill, 


who have been contending for a specific 
recognition of that right have suggested 
another, and conceded by many a more 
moderate amendment. This provides that 
courts hlay determine the lawfulness of 
a rate fixed by the commission, which 
would amount to a test proceeding and 
have a hearing on all subsequent orders 
of the commission. In effect this would 
mean that after the constitutionality of 
tho powers given the commission had 
been determined by the highest court, 
nothing would stand in the way of exe- 
cution of further orders issued by the 
commission in accordance with this con- 
struction. The railroads of course, would 
have the right of nny litigant to contest 
orders which they believed to be unjust, 
but this would not obstruct the continu- 
ance of the orders on nny*ground except 
their lawfulness. Courts would review 
the reasonableness of rates in the manner 
permitted by the house hill. 


ALDRICH IN FAVOR. 


How acceptable this proposed amend- 


ment will be to the majority of the op- 
ponents of the bill hns not been ascer- 
tained, but Senator Alclrich is said 
favor it. It is a compromise only in that 
it provides for the determination of the 
constitutionality of the bill before its 
provisions nrp enforced. 
It is believed 


pent-rally that if adopted it would result 
in the greatest legal contest in the his- 
tory of tlic courts. 


Pome senators not on the committee 


regard the proposed compromise as de 
cldedly radical rather 
than moderate. 


They contend that it would subject the 
law to defeat in the courts.

PUBLICITY OP FTNBS AND OFFICES. 


The National 'Publicity Bill Organiza- 


tion have endorsed tho address sent 
out to the public in .January last. This 
denounced tho use of secret contribu- 
tions and expenditures for politieal pur- 
poses, and asserted the corrupt use of 
funds were a dangerous menace to the 
country, iind tended to deprive many o£ 
their politieal rights, only to confer them 
on the few. Organizations in all states 
are urged to promote tlic objects of the 
organization, which arc mainly publicity 
of all contributions and of all expendi- 
tures. A national law is insisted upon, 
cooperated in with by state legislation, 
through (he latter any corruption as to 
campaign contributions used for state 
officials to bo effectually gotten at. This 
national law- would have a provision re- 
quiring, iincler oath, the disclosure of 
every contribution, of every promise of 
money, and in any eases of evasion a 
fitting punishment- for tho offenders. 


This is nil correct, and no 
better 


means could be adopted for promoting 
the, purity of our franchises. 
Congress 


should certainly enact such a. desirable 
law efficient at all points, which, if prop- 
erly constructed, would beyond question 
terminate all such large contributions to 
funds of political committees as have 
been lately made public. 
There is a 


manifest corrupt motive where any pub- 
lic corporation contributes funds to po- 
litical purposes, one reason being, funds 
are. given to both parties for the same 
campaign in many instances: funds are 
given without assent or knowledge of 
stockholders, and such contributed funds 
extends a certain obligation upon the re- 
cipients which very often tends to cor- 
rupt legislation. 


Tint (here is a further side to this 


purity of elections business, and this is 
tlio corrupt use made of the. fruits of 
elections by high oP.ieials. 
tn one way 


it is not corrupt, for the reason as yet 
common assent has not yet given it this 
mime, rather the understanding is tho 
offices are given to chosen ones to pro- 
mote the designs or tho purposes, or to 
secure legislation, or to cement political 
interests. There is no more justification 
in a state or imtioiml executive parcel- 
ing ont the offices, or the congressmen or 
senators 
demanding the approval 
of 


their selections, every oflicial thus so ap- 
pointed owing personal allegiance to the 
author of bis reward, than in the first 
instance fund:- being so freely given In- 
corporations and individuals to promote 
their interests. The parceling out of the 
offices not. elective U very .seldom done 
a.s to n standard of purity inferred in tho 
objects 
of 
flu's 
X.-itionn! .Association 


called the National Publicity Bill Organ- 
ixation. for in just where is the defini- 
tion to be applied which can define one 
purpose corrupt, ami another purpose in- 
corrupt? 


If the giving of funds by corporations 


enjoying interstate trade and commerce 
is wrong, and this including the. largo 
contributions often given to state cen- 
tral committees, as has occurred in our 
own state, or for some special interest 
to be guarded or promoted, is not equal- 
ly later on an executive awarding tho 
fruits of the election to in cverv cnsc 
men 
of 
his own choice or selection, 


whether to promote hi.s own interest, the 
interest of hi.s party or the interest of 
some political leader or national legis- 
lator, to be the subject of purity quer- 
rics? 
Doe* it depend then upon how 


purity and corruption are spelled* If 
the giving of money is corrupt, it is un- 
natural if there are citixnns who query 
is not the beslownl of the nonolective of- 
fices equally demoralizing, to give it this 
word, as not sounding quite so outre? 


Why not a proper and effieetivc na- 


tional law to insure the purity of our 
elections aleo take in consideration the 
offices 
parceled out? If there 
is 
a 


•wron^frrfncss in one, as tending to en- 
courage corruption, why spell the potent 
weapon placed at present in the bands 
of executives by other meanings? Are 
not the purposes practically the same? 
Arc not both money and offices used for 
promotion purposes, call them by what- 
ever name one is pleased? If corpora- 
tions gave largely of money, as they 
allege, to insure sound money legislation, 
though, admittedly wrong to give this 
money as they did, it may be then equal- 
ly right for executives to bestow offices 
within their gift for purpose which they 
deem for the interests of the people. 
But corporations give money for. pur- 
poses not always so appropriate as this; 


being more generally to insure them- 
selves from being unduly interfered with 
by legislation, so equally may be tho 
offices utilized for creating political ma- 
chines -iri interests o f ' the success of 
politics only too often. 


But let us' reform 'politics, not one- 


sided, but all sided and in fours. If we 
are to put money contributions on an 
odium, let us then further place the non- 
elective offices otit of the reach by which 
they can be utilized for purposes. 


THIS ilEFKREXDUBI AND 


INITIATIVE. 


The referendum 
and the 
initiative 


are two expressions frequently heard 
and mean the eliciting of the voice of the 
people. As a proposition these terins are 
expressive enough, tut as a positive fact, 
cither one of these or both as now man- 
aged fail to properly express the senti- 
ments of the people. As to the reason 
thereof people themselves may answer 
the question, but it is a fact that the 
referendum as employed for iriany years 
in submitting constitutional amendments 
and as in this state if certain laws are 
to take effect, does not by any means 
bring 
out 
the 
full vote of the peo- 


ple, and in a. vast majority of cases the 
vote upon such a submission to the peo- 
ple is hardly a half of the vote for the 
regularly nominated tickets. 
A referen- 


dum ought to bring out every vote; only 
it doesn't. 


But the referendum as employed in 


Illinois and some other states to decide 
as to the submission of certain matters 
and as a resort of the voters to defeat 
objectionable legislation, is not a shining 
success any more than the first way. 
Where the people may vote as to the car- 
rying into effect of a law or city ordi- 
nance provided a certain per cent of the 
voters sign a petition to that effect, gen- 


j erally ten per cent, perhaps five, the re- 


sults are hardly any more discoverable. 
Some person or persons are obliged to 
take the time to circulate such petitions 
and people don't travel around for noth- 
ing, so it remains for self assumed seek- 
ers after knowledge of what the people 
want to foot the bills. Then on such be- 
ing completed and tho referendum called 
for, what proportion of the regular vote 
is brought out? It is by no means a re- 
spectable percentage of the full vote. 


Still if it is the referendum to be em- 


ployed to further hold back granting 
councilmen and supervisors, or to re- 
strain legislators, or to provide the peo- 
ple shall decide before certain things 
shall be done, the referendum must be 
mandatory and not permissive, for so 
long as permissive is tho rule it will re- 
main for self constituted, committees to 
arrange and provide for paying others 
to circulate the necessary petitions. Then 
when the referendum is at last called, it 
remains to induce the people to get suffi- 
ciently interested to vote their convic- 
tions. No referendum is really anything 
of the sort unless it is provided for in 
the mandatory feature and no petitions 
about it.

ABOLISHING PROXIES. 


One reform now being considered that 


would promptly put out of business one 
chain, and an important one, by which 
promoters and financiers and heads of 
corporations retain their powers, though 
in every case almost not controlling by 
any means the majority of voting stock, 
would be for the !aw to abolish the use 
of all proxies, permitting the stockhold- 
ers to either vote in person or through 
the 
mails. For 
this an amendment 


would moat likely be inserted permit- 
ting the representatives of estates to 
vote fl.ny stock of such estate. It is a 
truth known to everybody that a vast 
majority of stockholders never vote: in 
person, and if they vote at alii do so by 
proxy, this being generally sent to the 
officials of the road operating through 
concealed agencies. This is the way in 
which the control of a groat majority of 
our great corporations is controlled, and 
if all stockholders and voting bond hold- 
ers could sent in their vote by mail or 
vote in person a decided reform might 
be brought about. 
Tho railroads might 


(' be required to issue it personal notice to 
' be mailed to stockholders of last record 
of the time and place and hour of stock- 
holders' meetings., and if so notified by 
any stockholders who might desire to bo 
personally presort, to send such proper 
mileage. 
If after this the stockholders 


in our great corporations did not take 
any more interest then there would be 
no hope for them. 


IX DAHKEST RUSSIA. 


While the at one time apparently 


great revolution in Russia is now check- 
ed, it is by no means certain the quietus 
will be maintained, if there is any back- 
sliding on the part of the emperor or his 
council. It does not apoar the emperor 
has withdrawn any of the concessions as 
made public in his manisfcstoes, and as 
especially not been shown in tho calling 
of an imperial douma. Much is to depend 
upon what this douma docs, this being a 
national parliament of representatives 
from the people, but chosen by a very 
limited suffrage. 
This to be, douma it 


seems has been warned not to pass the 
prescribed line too far, and to restrict 
itself strictly within tho limits defined 
by the emperor in bis rescript, unless 
privileged so to do.

and may endeavor to legislate a modified 
constitutional government, this to con- 
form to popular demands. There will be 
now conceded changes mado in more or 
Ins? of the organic laws of the empire, all 
however, conforming to the manifesto of 
the imperial authority, and these sub- 
mitted to the douma for approval or re- 
jection, but just what will be done if tho 
parliament rejects or tries to modify is 
quite another matter. As now intended 
the douma does not possess, that is will 
not possess the power of initiative and 
therefore all the announced reforms are 
yet strictly within the hnnds of the czar 
and his ministers. 


There has to be a beginning; somewhere 


and perhaps the first parliament of the 
Russian people, restricted in voting as 
they may be, is the opening wedge. The 
first pronounced break in Russian despot- 
ism if followed up rationally will certain- 
ly later on be. followed by further breaks, 
and it may not be such a great while be- 
fore the Russians may indulge in liberties 
to which not long since they arc strang- 
ers, or if indulged in were punished by 
horrid cruelties and banishment to Si- 
beria, if not the infliction of the death 
penalty. Liberty is by no means a tang- 
ible thing yet in the Russian empire, dou- 
ma or no douma. It must soon be made 
plainly visible or further rivers or blood 
will surelv flow. 


NATIOXAt, mOSPEIUTY. 


The great prosperity of tho country is 


again clearly evidenced iri the showing of 
the government finances in the February 
1st statement. The deficit of $28,000,000 
existing several months Ago has been 
gradually reduced down to $3,4'00,000 and 
in another month or two will have dis- 
appeared. This lias been made possible 
through the materially increased receipts 
of the customs and internal revenue, and 
the Washington authorities firmly be- 
lieve this increase wiU be sustained and 
added to steadily. 


- Xhe public debt was, reduced during 
January by $3,345,072, the fatal'debit less 


managed with the formula known in this 
country, and if some rules are fractured, 
it can't be helped. President Roosevelt 
recognized the various troubles in all 
their ramifications that have arisen, and 
if the ideas of some people seem to be 
disturbed, the enormous* problems that 
beset tliis isthmus canal must be perceiv- 
ed. Boards of inquiry are all right where 
all the machinery, exists for adjustment, 
and the machinery for appeals lies right 
at hand, but down on the isthmus some- 
thing certainly has. got to give way if we 
are to construct this great, route. The 
only way is for the country to steadi- 
ly uphold the president and strengthen 
his hand in every way that it is possible. 


We want no national methods as to 


legislation Such as have been the disgrace 
of this state for a long period. It is 
easy to introduce factionalism, but must 
not be permitted, and those,'shining mor- 
alists' and reformers iiow busy assert- 
ing" congress must perforce adopt all the 
ideas advanced by the president, must 
accept his recommendations, or in de- 
fault be read but of commission, are en- 
tirely too officious. President Roosevelt 
himself has set up no such a machine or 
even hinted tliat congressmen and sena- 
tors who had different ideas from his, 
were thereby ingrates, and not Republi- 
cans. It has remained for ill considered 
and very injudicious friends of the presi- 
dent to do that for him like Mi1. Riis 
who has lately asserted the president 
must be renominated for a, third term, 
that his methods and reforms be carried 
out. 
Fulsome laudations invariably re- 


pulse, and that bestowed by this, samo 
Mr. Riis do our president no perceivable 
good, but actual harm, for people may 
view with grave suspicion all the third 
term talks being necessary as a result 
of the public needs and demands. Why 
not permit tlic president and the con- 
gress to do business together like "any 
self respecting firm.? Each have their 
rights. 


SPOOXJGK AGAIN HIGHT. 


Senator Spooner does not display any 


intention of accepting1 the demands of I 
tho ship subsidy schemers as they put it 
before congress. In a debate a few days 
ago he took objections to tho proposed 
measure because as he said, "the bill 
would afford 
encouragement only 
to 


large concerns, for the reason that un- 
der its terms vessels would receive sub- 
sidies for only ten years. 
Such vessels 


would then come into competition with 
.subsidized ships with the inevitable re- 
sult of forcing their sale to tho larger 
companies operating subsidized vessels."

CHANGING PIJBMC i,AXIJ LAWS, i 
The announcement1 is made the public'

why this institution beneficial n.nd noc- 
cessary as it certainly is, should have 
any fixed tax rate for its purposes, any- 
more than other state institutions. Its 
expenditures should be under the con- 
trol of the'state and no set of trustees or 
regents armed with the authority to ex- 
pend nt their good pleasure. Without at 
all questioning the good intentions of 
those favoring a fixed tax rate, a rate 
that can bo increased, and this is far 
more likely $ the best interests of the 
sta.te and of the different institutions of 
the state would rather require the sub- 
mitting of their budgets to the legisla- 
ture for inspection and approval and 
where necessary running down. 


There should be no fetish about any of 


the state work, no matter upon 
what 


lines. 
Education Is no more a fetish, 


that is should be made one, than any 
other item of state prido nnd of interest. 
It is of course highly valuable to the peo- 
ple and therefore all tlic more should be 
more directly within their control.

Never neglect to'send for a doctor if 


the *aby is ill. Babies arc soon over- 
come-and eoailv die. 


Closet Ventilation.—Surely the mod- 


ern housekeeper has found that clothes 
closets need ventilation quite as much 
as any other part of the house. 


In the best of the new houses this 


is looked after by the architect, tho 
ventilation being introduced into tho 
closets by various and simple moans.

Havana, Cuba, Feb. 1, 1UOB. 


Dear Friend:— Cuba is no't as much of 


a free country as the average American 
lias beeu led to believe. After the treaty 
at Paris, the Platt amendment was intro- 
duced which provided that the United 
States was privileged to again take the 
island in the event of flagrant neglect of 
sanitary precaution, 
and also should 


Cuba become involved in a conflict with 
any other power or people. 
For this reason 1 think that, had yel- 


low fever played havoc here in Havana, 
instead oi New Orleans, last summer, 
that alone would have been construed as 
sufficient grounds oil which to -re-occupy 
the -country. 
But let us not "monkey" with the 


country's "band wagon." 


At the lower end o;f the Pi'ado, near 


the Malecou is a huge slab of stone, re> 
. semb'Iing a cemetery slab. The piece is 
the original part of a wall against 
which ten young students were placed 
and shot, some years ago, under Spanish 
rule. It seems that they were Accused 
of dismembering the-body of some man 
or other, which had been prepared for 
burial, and was lying in state. 


They asseverated their innocence, and

Knginocr Maxwell said: 
"Our train. No. 2, was late, reaching 


Wankegan nt 7:20. We pulled out of 
town at fifteen miles an hour. I saw a 
man walking between the two tracks. He 
looked back at the engine about every 
step he took . When he thought I was 
close enough so I could not control the 
train he jumped to the center of the 
track I was on. I wns then about fifteen 
or twenty feet from him. As he reached 
the center of the track he turned sqnare- 
ly about and faced the engine, then 
as he faced me he threw up his hands 
ns high as he could and paused for a mo- 
ment. 


'With his hands still clapped, he dropp- 


ed to his knees and quickly fell forward, 
flat on his face, lying out straight in the 
center of the track with his head toward 
me. As he dropped I lost sight of him 
and made a quick stop, throwing on all 
brakes and stopping within seventy-five 
feet. I found him lying under the third 
oar back, between the trucks.
